WE WILL STAND by the REAL AMERICAN PROLETARIAT]^: 


T HE Socialists and trades 
unionists of the United 
States were not well rep¬ 
resented at the Interna¬ 
tional Socialist Congress at Stutt¬ 
gart. 

The American Federation of La¬ 
bor was not represented at all. 

And for the Socialist partv only- 
two delegates were appointed by the 
national committee, Lee and Si¬ 
mons. But other members could 
go at their men expense and get a 
mandate from the National Execu¬ 
tive Board. Thus a large number 
of so-called “Intellectuals” and 
their wives who could afford to 
take a trip to Europe gut mandates, 
went to Stuttgart and "represent¬ 
ed” us. 

•And we were represented ac¬ 
cordingly. 


Among other resolutions voted 
by the Congress, they passed one in 
opposition to all restriction of im¬ 
migration, based upon racial or na¬ 
tional distinctions —f particularly 
with reference to Chinese, Japanese 
and Hindoo coolie labor. 

The Congress favored restric¬ 
tion only against contract labor and 
professional strike breakers. But, 
of course, this is neither here nor 
there, because there is no Chinese 
free immigration in the European 
sense—and because it could never 
be shown that Chinamen and Jap¬ 
anese were brought over tinder con¬ 
tract. And once over here they 
break the strikes before they are be- 
gun. 

But the worst of it is this: Mor¬ 
ris Hitlquit not only declared in fa¬ 
vor of this resolution, but also said 
that from now on “we, the Ameri¬ 
can proletariat” will change our 
metltods and will obey this resolu¬ 
tion. 

The trouble with our representa¬ 
tives at the Congress in Stuttgart 
was that so few of them act, or 
ever were, in touch with the real 
American labor movement, or are 
a part thereof. • 

Comrade Hiilquit is a prominent 
lawyer in New York, making a lot 
of money and owning a lot of prop¬ 
erty. And while he is a bright fel¬ 
low—doing a great deal of legal 
work for clothing manufacturers 
and some for the trades unions—he 
surely is not the man to speak at a 
labor meeting for the American 
proletariat, nationally or interna¬ 
tionally. > 

No Jap and Chinaman can go 
into competition with Hiilquit, but 
they can compete with any painter, 
cloakmaker. machinist or carpenter. 

As for Algernon Lee, the editor 
of the New York Worker, another 
“Intellectual”—the most that can be 
said of him is that he is Hillquit’s 
man Friday. But I am somewhat 
surprised that Comrade Simons, 
who has of late tried to get into 
touch with the trades union move¬ 
ment, should have stood for that 
kind of a resolution. 

» • • 

To begin with, I absolutely agree 
with the editor of the Philadelphia 
Tageblatt that 95 per cent of the 
delegates to the Congress came 
from countries where the question 
of coolie labor will never come up. 


For them it is an abstract question. 
It is easy for the Belgians, Hol¬ 
landers ami Frenchmen to decide 
that kind of a question according 
to stereotyped phrases and form¬ 
ulas. 

But with us this is a very vital 
prohfem indeed. 


One answer to the Stuttgart reso¬ 
lution has just ben given in Belling¬ 
ham, Washington, and in Van¬ 
couver, British Columbia. In Bel¬ 
lingham many Hindoos have lately 
been imported, not as strike break¬ 
ers, oh no—but to do certain com¬ 
mon labor in lumber yards, for 
which white men could be hired 
only at wages that the employers 
did not feel like paying. The Hin¬ 
doos were driven out of town by a 
mob of white workingmen. 

A few days later in Vancouver, a 
Canadian mob of workingmen at¬ 
tacked 1,500 Jajianese laborers and 
also destroyed some Giincse ami 
Japanese, shops. 

During the riot, Baron S. Ishii. 
chief of the Japanese Bureau of 
Foreign Commerce, was severely 
injured. 


The trouble is that there is too 
much hypocrisy and cant on this 
question in the Socialist ranks. 
They do not dare to tell the truth— 
that this is a race question and that 
we shall have to break with a dog¬ 
ma that docs not work in this case. 

When Marx wrote his "Work¬ 
ingmen of all countries unite” in 
1R47, there was no Chinese or Jap¬ 
anese or Hindoo labor problem. 
Marx nowhere mentioned the ques¬ 
tion. And the world cannot stand 
still or go to the demnilion bow¬ 
wows because he could not forsee 
this or the other vital matter. Wc 
haye brains of our own. 

At any rate, while wc are willing 
to help the Chinese and Japanese 
workingmen in every possible way 
—with our ideas, with our money, 
and even with our arms, if neces¬ 
sary some day—we do not want 
them to come to us and drag us 
down to a coolie standard. 

Dragging Americans down to 
the coolie standard would not help 
the Chinamen or the Japs in the 
least, but would hurt us immeasur¬ 
ably. It would make Socialism im- 

e ossiblc in this country for many 
undreds of years. 

"* • * 

And the argumAt that an un¬ 
limited immigration of coolies might 
bring about a revolution of the 
whites so much the faster, is simply- 
carrying the “theory of misery” ad 
absurdum. 

A "revolution" of that kind 
would not be a real revolution, but 
simply a series of hunger riots. 
These would very appropriately 
start with killing off the co-called 
Socialists who were in favor cf coo¬ 
lie icing the American proletariat. 

A "revolutionary" argument of 
that kind docs not receive any 
serious consideration. 

* • • - 

This proposition is also pure in¬ 
sanity from a political standpoint. 

The trades unions of tliis country- 
have repeatedly and unanimously- 


fetched, although we have no love 
for Post, and it would seem that 
Colliers’ might better confine its ex¬ 
posures of advertising frauds to 
those that are clearly such—and the 
number is almost unlimited. 


The state owned railroads of Ba¬ 
varia are grappling with tubercu¬ 
losis. So far as they are able they 
are combating the disease in a prac¬ 
tical way, setting an example for 
privately owned roads to follow, 
and showing, in spite of the form 
of government ownership which 
they represent how much easier it 
is for undertakings not run for in¬ 
dividual profit to move on humani¬ 
tarian lines. The measures adapted 
relate not only to sanitary condi¬ 
tions on railway trains, at stations, 
ticket offices, baggage rooms, and 
other places where such employes 
work, but to the dwellings occu¬ 
pied by them and their families and 
to the treatment of cases where the 
disease has developed. Provision 
is made fop the dissemination of 
literature among employes for their 
better information as to the nature 
of tuberculosis and the sanitary 
conditions which tend to lessen its 
evils and check its spread. Official 
inspections of railway shops and 
other bandings are to be made from 
time to time to secure their proper 
sanitary condition. Now let private 
roods show what they can do. 


When Ids Tarbefl and others be¬ 
gan to use the popular magazines 
to exppse the sconndrelism of the 
Standard Oil octopus, that corpora¬ 
tion departed from its fixed policy 
of ignoring and issued a pamphlet 
aiming to show that the TarheB dis¬ 
closures were so much fiction and 
that the trust was reaOy a humani¬ 


tarian affair. Now, as a result of 
the recent court disclosures, it has 
felt called on to employ the same 
tactics, and there lies before us a 
bulky pamphlet entitled: “From the 
Directors of the Standard Oil Com¬ 
pany to Its Employes and Stock¬ 
holders,’’ in yriiich the same old 
"con talk” is employed, supplement¬ 
ed bv numerous clippings from 
capitalist papers with truly capi¬ 
talistic instincts. The same methods 
were employed by the big insurance 
companies when their rottenness 
was aired. Incidentally it shows 
the importance of the capitalist 
press and why the big capitalists 
usually fortify their rascalities by- 
owning newspapers to defend them 
and to produce a false estimation 
of their virtues on part of .the 
public. These are the days of taint¬ 
ed meat, painted foods, tainted mor¬ 
als and tainted newspapers.

Dr. Gasper, thc city physician of 
Stuttgart, Germany, examined the 
scliool children of that city and 
found that scarcely one-third could 
be set down as healthy.

We 
lay upon every man elected to any ex¬ 
ecutive or legislative office the first 
duty of striving to procure whatever 
is for the workers' most immediate 
interest, and for whatever will lessen 
the economic and political powers of 
the capitalist and increase the like 
powers of the workers. 

But, in so doing, we are using these 
remedial measures as meins to the 
one great end of the co-operative com¬ 
monwealth. Such measures of relief 
as we may be able to force from capi¬ 
talism are but a preparation of tb- 
workers to seize the whole powers of 
government, in order that they may 
thereby lay hold of the whole system 
of industry, and thus come into their 
rightful inheritance. 

To this end we pledge ourselves, as 
the party of the working class, to use 
all political power, as fast as it shall 
be entrusted to us by our fellow-work¬ 
ers both for their ultimate and com¬ 
plete emancipation. To this end ws 
appeal to all the-workers of America 
and to all Who will lend their lives 
toTlie service of the workers in their 
struggle to gain their own, and to all 
who' will nobly and disinterestedly 
give their days and energies unto tha 
workers’ cause, to cast their lot and 
faith with the Social-Democratic 
party. Our appeal for the trust and 
suffrages of our fellow workers is at 
once an appeal for the common good 
and freedom, and for the freedom and 
blossoming of our common humanity. 
In pledging ourselves and those which 
we present to be faithful to the appeal 
which we make, we believe that wc are 
tint preparing the foil of the economic 
freedom of the whole man. 


As an American Social-Democratic 
party, we pledge our fidelity to the 
principles of the International So¬ 
cial-Democracy as embodied in the 
united thought and action of the So¬ 
cial-Democrats of all nations. In the 
industrial development already ac¬ 
complished, the interests of thr world 
workers arc separated by no national 
boundaries. The condition of the most 
exploited and oppressed workerj, in 
the most remote places of the earth, 
inevitably tends to drag down all the 
workers of the world to the same 
level. The tendency of the competi¬ 
tive wage system is to make labor's 
lowest condition the measure or rule 
of its universal condition. Industry 
and Imance are no longer national, 
hut international, both in organization 
and results. The chief significance of

The Lord Bishop of I-on don, wlto 
is visiting our shores, is accounted 
a Christian Socialist and is often 
quoted for his remark tliat Social¬ 
ism is impossible without Christian¬ 
ity. He is probably a good deal the 
same -ort of Socialist as was Car¬ 
dinal Manning, but we cannot quite 
agree with some party critics who 
seek to show that his claim to be¬ 
ing a Socialist is not valid. The 
word Socialism covers a wide 
ground, as was even [x>inted out so 
far back at the time at which the 
Communist Manifesto was written. 
One will find very little of what we 
Social-Democrats understand asSo- 
ctalism. for instance, in the writ¬ 
ings of the Maurice and Kingsley 
| Christian Socialists years ago in 
England. Yet their right to the 
I name of Socialist i> undoubted. Tile 
Bishop is alleged to have shown his 
lack of understanding of Socialism 
when he told the people of Jamcs- 
j town the other day that there was 
“too'much Socialism” in the davs of 
(lie Jamestown colony. And yet 
his use of the words in that connec¬ 
tion: “Everybody working for the 
community and not for themselves, - ' 
j agreed pretty well with the Mau-j 
rice-Kingslev idea of Socialism. 
That the Bishop's utterance* con¬ 
tain no conception of the idea of 
capitalistic production, signifies 
I little. It siiuplv indicates what 
i kind of a Socialism his is, as do also 
! his words to the elTcct that ’ there 
t must he a Christian spirit on the 
I part if everybody hrr'urc we can 
dispense with the nerds of individ¬ 
ual incentives." We may smile at

The Trades Council Petition. 

At the office of the Federated 
Trades Council, 318 State Street, 
Secretary John Reichert began to 
overhaul the records. He found a 
copy of the petition sent to the 
judges lust February, which reads 
as follows: 

Milwaukee, Feb. 12. 1907.—To the 
honorable judges of Milwaukee 
County -—Cents: 

At a regular meeting of the Fed¬ 
erated Trades Council, held,on the 
6th inst . a body representing 20,000 
organized workers in Milwaukee 
County, the following resolution was 
introduced and unanimously passed:
